Next’to  religion  pi  the  Puritan  mind* 
the  virtues  of  industry  and  economy 
havp*l|ci‘D  most  tbonmglih  amt  persist- 
ently  taught.  The  Mayings  of  Poor 
Richard  are  among  the  cherished  tradi¬ 
tions  of  the  past.  Saving  and  making 
was  tho  Imrilen  of  his  teaching,  and  well 
indeed  has  the  less**u  Iteen  learned.  The 
hard-fisted  fa  rimers  of  New  England  won 
from  fho  scanty  soil  1« m kI  for  the  family, 
at  id  education  tor  tho  children,  by  the 
most  unrtmtitlingrtldrt.  The  wealth  of 
to-day  is  built  upon  foundat  ions  .of  toil, 
suffering,  and  poverty. 

Within  the  hjstjmll  century  properly 
has  increased  at  a  prodigious  rate. 
“Machinery  hjis  nwiltiplicd  until  its  pns 
iluctive  {lower* in  the  I'nited  States  and 
England  alone  is  equal  to  the  jiowcr  of 
a  thousand  million  men.  Huxley,  says 
the  7,5lW,lHtO  workers  hi  England  can 
produce  as  much  in  six  mdhths  ;\s  would 
have  required,  one  hundred  years  ago, 
the  entire  working  force  of  tin*  world 
one  year  to  equal.  In  the  United  States, 
wealth  has.  increased  torty-three  thou¬ 
sand  twtt  hundred  and  forty  millions  of 
dollars.  According  to  Mulhall,  since 
1830  Great  Britain  has  almost  trebled 
her  wealth;  France  has  (ptadnipleil  hers; 
the  United  States  has  multiplied  in 
wealth  sixfold,  and  at  present  we  are 
growing  nearly  four  millions  richer  at 
sunset  than  sunrise  each  day.  The 
cumulations  of  Europe  and  the  United 
States  make  up  daily  $11,000,000,  and 
the  increase  in  population  II, (too  daily 
It  is  estimated  that  it  requires  less  than 
one-hall*  of  the  npMiutl  lalxir  that  was 
required  in  1  «<;.">  to'  prmliiee  up  equal 
amount*  of  subsistifncc/’ 

lT{ion  such  statistics  Mr.  Stephen  II. 
Elkins  bases  his  dotnaud  for  larger  pay 
and  less  lalior  for  the  ivorkhiguiau.  In 
an  address  ujion  America,  dpon  the  oeea- 
sion  of  his  last  visit,  Mr.  Ilerlieil^iK  iieer 
gave  it  as  his  opinion  that  what  was 
itutft  nccihMl  in  the  United  States  was 
pwe;  the  ability  and  willingness  to  rest. 
The  push  of  the  {*oople  was  too  great 
for  the  tired  nerves  of  humanity  to  en¬ 
dure.  The  broken  health  of  myriads 
was  due  to  over-work  and  th©  excessive 
straiu  of  lisavy  rssjN>Hf4l>ilities.  in  no 
other  coiuttry  is  toil  vo  nuremittiog,  ami 
concentrate!  1.  Xowiiere  else  is  life  so 
boutnl  up  by  business.  There  lias  lately 
developed  a  determination  to  correct  this 
evil ;  for  evil  it  is.  The  nu n^lier. of  holi¬ 
days  has  licen  increased.  Vacations 
h^ve  multiplied  ami  lieeomc  well-nigh 
ufiiv^TshL  fcTiorter  haul’s  have  lieerf 
portijUedto  workingmen,  while  athletic 
Bjlort.4  hWre  proportionately  incrcafeeiT. 
An  effort  is  now  making  in  New  1'ork 
to  secure  for  clerks  in  stores  and  bank¬ 
ing  offices  a  half  holiday  on  Saturday 
during  the  summer  months.  Such  a  rest 
has  long  liecn  customai^  in  Ehglaud  and 
Scotland,, -anti  his  lie^a  found  to  rcsplt 
beneficially  to  tin*  classes  .affected.  It 
will  be  found  equally  useful  here. 

The  .infringements  aix>n  th#  Sahliatli, 
which  have  grown  in  Trecjubncy  of  hifef 
will  be  found  to  spring  largely  from  the 
necessity  ’oT  recreation.'  Jadwl  bodieA 
must  find  some  rest,  and  if  no  other  time 
be  given,  the  Sabbath  will  be,  taken  for 
this  purpose.  A  general  half  holiday 
would  give  the  busy  workers  an  opportuni¬ 
ty  to  visit  museums,  to  enjoy  open-air 
concerts,  races,  and  athletic  sports, 
which  is  now  denied  them.  It  would 
contribute  to  culture  of  mind,  content¬ 
ment,  and  the  cultivation  of- the  spiritual 
habit,  'flie  tired  man  either  stays  at 
home  <gi  Sabbath  morning,  or  deeps  in 
his  pew;  he  is  mentally  and  spiritually 
unfit  to  gather  good*  from  the  minis¬ 
trations  of  the  churches.  Jle  is  strongly 
tempted  to  sjiemi  the  Sabbath  in  the 
fields,  the  seashore,  uivtlio  mountains. 

The  force  of  early  religious  belief  has 
been  shakon,  and  the  changiug  habits  of 
the  people  demand  more  relaxation  that 
the  Sabbath  may  still  remain  sacred  to 
the  service  of  tho  Maker.  Not  only  in 
the  city,  but  in  the  country  as  well,  should

Why.  is  it  oil '-ii  asked,  docs  nofMlliMHii- 
tield  grow  ?  There  is  no  town  in  tfie 
county  with  more  natuial  advantages, 
lietter  public  improvements  or  more 
pleasant  society.  What  thou  retards 
its  growth  ? 

The  answer  to  this  question  is  two¬ 
fold.  Rloomfield  has  grown,  and  is 
still  growing  with  a  steady  progress 
that  is  encouraging,  liit^  it-  must  be 
admitted,  yvith  less  Vapidity  tliaiueould 
be  desired,  and  more  slowly  than  neigh- 
lioriiig  towns  with  no  greater  attrac¬ 
tions.  Tho  reason  for  this  slowness  of 
growth  is  not  to  Ik'  found  in  lack  of 
public  enterprise.  The  hydrants  and 
street  lamjis  liear  continual  testimony  to 
the  public  spirit  of  the  town,  and  the 
increasing  appropriations  tor  rouds  and 
schools  prove  that  that  spirit  is  waxing 
rather  thun  waning. 

Nor  need  we  seek  the  answer  in  any 
natural  disadvantages.  The  park,  the 
trees,  and  the  lieauty  of  the  surrounding 
country  all  negative  that  proposition. 
Rut  when  we  come  down  to  the  individ¬ 
ual  citizens  a  reason  for  this  sluggish 
growth  presents  itself 

That  reason  is  lack  of  individual  enter¬ 
prise. 

This  lack  of  enterprise  manifests  itself 
most  plainly  in  the  many  vacant  lots  in 
the  town,  in  the  scarcity  of  renting  pro. 
l>erty,  in  the  small  number  of  uew  streets 
opened  and  graded  by  projieriy  owners, 
Ui  the  apparently  general  agreement  to 
do  nothing  and  wait  for  a  rise  in  val¬ 
ues,  to  make  no  improvements  except 
at  the  public  expense. 

This  is  the  cause,  and  the  principal,  we 
might  almost  say  the  only,  cause  of  this 
slow  growth. 

Ask  any  well-pistcd  real  estate  man, 
and  lie  will  tell  you  that  tho  way  to  sell 
projKTty  is  to  rent  it  fir^t  ;  to  get  the 
purchasers  located  in  our  midst,  and  that 
ten  houses  are  sold  in  that  way  to  one  that 
is  sold  on  first  sight,  without  trial. 

This  being  true  it  is  evident  that  the 
property  owners  of  this  town  are  keep¬ 
ing  away  prospective  purchasers  by  fail¬ 
ing  to  provide  houses  that  can  lie  hired 
at  first 

Who  are  the  purchasers  of  property 
m  our  neighboring  towns  bpt  those  who 
made  their  fir^t.  acquaintance  as 
tenants  i 

Now  it  may  not  seem  at  first-  sight  of 
great  im|iortauce  that  there  should  lie  a 
general  spirit  of  private  enterprise  iu 
the  town,  Imt  more  careful  examination 
will  show  that  without  this  private 
improvement,  public  improvement  .must 
soon  cease,  tor  the  reason  that  increased^ 
appropriations  mean  increased  taxes, 
and  t lie  limit  hi  which  taxes  can  Ik: 
lKirne  is  soon  reached  unless  the  taxable 
value  increases  with  the  tax  levy. 

Nor  is  it  sufficient  that  the  taxable 
value  increase  if  the  increase  lie  by  tho 
enterprise  of  the  few,  for  that  results  in 
nn  uneven  distribution  of  taxes,  Imt  the 
increase  must  lie  general,  distributed 
throughout  the  town,  and  then  the  bm - 
den  of  increased  taxation,  being  distri¬ 
buted,  also  is  not  felt. 

Let  the  existing  spirit  of  public  im¬ 
provement  lie  supplemented  by  an  equal 
spirit  of  private  enterprise  and  the  rapid 
growth  and  {wosperity  of  this  town  w  as¬ 
sured.  Ou  the  other  hand  let  the  prop¬ 
erty  ownors  of  this  town  continue  to  hold 
their  {irojierty  in  it*  unimproved  condition 
and  the  growth  that  ban  been  caused  by 
the  new  spirit  of  public  enterprise  wilj 
cease,  and  puljlicflmfimvemcnt  will  eome 
to  an  eud  by  starvation  and  this  town 
will  sink  to  *k*>p  frqm  .which  if  it,  ever 
awakes  it  willlie  to  find  itself  leh  thr  be. 
hind  by  those  towns  whose  inhabitants 
have'loarued  that  the  way  to  make  money 
is  to  speud  it.

Bee  Culture  a  National  InduKtry. 

Among  the  recent  industries  of  rapid 
growth  in  this  country,  bee-culture 
stands  prominent.  Of  course,  as  a 
homely  art,  bee-keeping  is  no  modern 
industry,  being  as  old  as  history;  but  iu 
its  scientific  development  it  is  of  recent 
growth.  In  these  times,  when  science 
is  projwrly  taking  its  place  at  the  helm 
in  all  its  departments  of  human  industry, 
and  activity,  it  is  not  strange  that  it  is 
promptly  assuming  the  guidance  of  bee- 
culture.  This  is  ariitilitarian  as  well  as 
scientific  age;  and  this  is  why  bee-cul¬ 
ture  is  being  so  rapidly  developed,  lor 
its  extraordinary  growth  is  only  in  the 
ratio  of  its  utility/  Though  known  to
